N OLD coupLet, “And still the wonder grew, that one small 

\ head could carry all he knew”, might well apply to Richard 

a Edgerton, a man of many diverse interests, who has held 
many honors in the hotel and resort world. 


Mr. Edgerton became owner-manager of the famous old Craw- 
ford House in the White Mountains, a few years ago, now known 
as “Crawford House Club,” after being associated with the Maple- 
wood Club for a short time; he also is owner-manager of The Lake- 
side, Mt. Dora, Florida, which has a large New England clientele; 
and he recently had the unique honor of being president of the N. H. 
Hotel Association and of the Florida Hotel Association at the same 


time. 


A close friend of Governor LeRoy Collins of Florida, whom, 
with Mrs. Collins, he entertained as Governor-elect two years ago 
at the Crawford House Club, he later received the appointment of 
Hotel and Restaurant Commissioner of Florida, which necessitates 
his presence in Florida much of the year. 

He has been fortunate in securing as resident Manager of the 
Club, a native Floridian, Mr. James Carr, owner of Carr's Hotel in 
Wolfeboro, N. H., not far distant.

nual Tennis Banquet, and social affairs. 


The Crawford House Club has a unique situation, surround- 
ed by peaks of the Presidential Range and several other mountains, 


including Mt. Willard, close at hand, and Mt. Webster, overlook- 


ing the nine-mile Notch. 


The trail of eight miles to the summit of Mt. Washington, 
starts opposite the Club entrance, and another trail leads over the 
hills to Zealand Notch and a Government camp ground. Saco Lake, 
source of the Saco River, which turns the spindles of many mills in 
Maine, lies directly in front of the Club, and three hundred feet to 
the rear lies Ammonoosuc Lake, source of the Ammonoosuc River, 
which meets the Connecticut River many miles south. 


This is a gem, surrounded by the virgin forest, and affording 
water sports, canoeing and bathing. 


One of Mr. Edgerton’s major contributions to the life here is 
a large and attractive building with broad porch overlooking the lake, 
where facilities for parties are included, and a buffet luncheon from 
the hotel kitchen is served every week day, with addition of ham- 
burgers and frankfurts cooked at the beach house. Guests may 
lunch here or at the Club. 


Mr. Edgerton also added recently, three log cottages facing 
Saco Lake, adjacent to the Club, popular with Canmlion 

Branching from the main ios at Crawford, is a scenic road 
leading to the base of Mt. Washington, a few miles distant, and 
here, a short distance from the Club is located a nine hole golf 
course, one of the sportiest in all New England. Weekly golf 
events are held, with tournaments for men and women in August. 
Also one of three golf tournaments, annually sponsored by Alan 
Howard of New York, at White Mountain resorts. 


The Club has an efficient hostess, who directs social events. 
A fine orchestra provides concert and dance music daily. One of 
the attractions here is the Notch Room, on a lower floor, which 
is rendezvous for cocktails and many parties daily. 


Returning as Major Domo of this room is John Miller of 
Palm Beach, who for 24 years headed the Bar at The Breakers, 
Palm Beach, and is returning here after a year’s absence to take 
over the Room. 


John’s. decorations in the Notch Room are famous; a native of 
Germany, he long has done marvelous things with flowers and 
shrubs, vines and Teay es, and no cocktail party is a success without 
his decorative touch. 


The Club has a wonderful clientele, including many families 
who return annually. Mrs. Henry Harper and her daughters, of 
Pinehurst, N. Car., arrived the opening day. 


From this point, many delightful motor trips may be made, 
with the one to the summit of Mt. Washington via Cog Wheel 
Railway, a “must” for the tourist, for enjoyment of the famous 
view at this highest mountain east of North Carolina. 


This season’s visitors will find many improvements, including 
refurnishing of the Foyer, many new baths, each one in this an- 
cient building being entirely modern, and the usual annual attention

Well Uln derway 


\ ARRAGANSETT’S SEASON was well underway by mid-June 
when the first facilities at the Dunes Club, the social cen- 
ter of the summer colony, were opened. On the long stretch 

of curving beach that extends from the old Pier section of the town 
nearly to the Pettaquamscutt River, the club is situated in the midst 
of one of the popular cottage areas. 

The cabanas and bathing pavilions, and salt water swimming 
pool, were opened on June 9, and the bar and snack bar on June 16. 
Activities were in full swing the night of the first dinner dance on 
June 30, which marked the opening of the dining rooms. Dinner 
dances on Saturday nights and buffet supper dances on Sunday 
nights are continuing through the season. Fridays have been set 
apart as juniors’ nights this year. 

Sammy Eisen’s orchestra has been engaged for dancing and 
Alfred Bassato has come from Palm Beach to have charge of the 
dining rooms for another season. 

At the Point Judith Country Club, many hardy members had 
used the course during the spring months but now that summer 
weather is here, foursomes are stepping out early in close succession 
all through the week. Emerson P. Smith of Peace Dale, club presi- 
dent, and his committees already have arrangements well underway 
for the women’s invitation tournament in July and the men’s tour- 
nament in August. 
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A high point of the summer season in Narragansett will be 
the U. S. Atlantic Tuna Tournament on August 14, 15 and 16. Boats 
from all up and down the coast are entered, with headquarters at 
the little fishing settlement of Galilee on Point Judith Pond, just 
inside the breakwaters of the Point Judith harbor of refuge. 

Galilee is some miles away from Narragansett’s social centers 
but, as a matter of fact, social affairs have no attraction for the tuna 
contestants during the strenuous days of the tournament. About 
the only general gathering among the fishermen is the Rhode Island 
clambake, the day before the contest starts. ‘There's no time for 
social amenities while the contest is on. 

The destruction by fire of the Narragansett Casino at the tail- 
end of May, just when most of the resort was making final prepara- 
tions for the start of the season, brought nostalgic memories to older 
members of the summer colony. But the Casino, once the dream of 
Louis Sherry, the famous New York restaurateur as a summer play- 
ground for high society had, since the mid-1920’s changed from the 
old Narragansett Pier’s social center to an attraction for bowlers, 
pizza lovers, miniature golfers and midnight-to-dawn dancers. Once 
where an Hungarian orchestra played for diners on the terraces over- 
looking the ocean had become a penny arcade. Little remained of the 
architectural splendor of the handiwork of the famous architect, Stan-

To the present-day Narragansett colony, the Casino 
was just a sprawling structure that deserved only one glance. 
An engagement of interest in Narragansett, announced early 


in the season, is that of Miss Marian Strong Achilles, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Achilles of Washington and Paris to Mr.

HERE ARE MANY who call Mount Desert Island “the most 

W beautiful island in the world.” Its distinctive grandeur of 

“XL rugged mountains rising abruptly from the sea, its many 

lakes, harbors, and spruce forests have drawn people here from 

all over the world. ‘Those fortunate enough to have come in ad- 

vance of the summer season this year were treated to some spec- 
tacles, however, that were unusual for this year or any year.

“The Venturer” went on trial runs to ready her ror her first com- 
petition, in the Bermuda Race. 


In the second week in June, Bar Harbor rang to the un- 


usual music of the Black Watch Highland Pipers as the town 


formally dedicated ferry service between Bar Harbor and Yar 
mouth, Nova Scotia with a colorful program. The streamlined 
international ferry “Bluenose”’, named for the undefeated world 
champion fishing schooner, now makes a daily trip to Nova Scotia 
and back from the Bar Harbor terminal. 

In recognition of the new bond between Bar Harbor and 
Yarmouth due to the ferry, the Kebo Club of Bar Harbor was 
the scene, during the first week in July, of a club match be- 
tween fifteen golfers from Yarmouth who were the guests of a 
likenumbered team from Kebo.

National Lawn Tennis Hall of Fame at the Newport Casino, 
cradle of the game in this country. The ceremony, in August, will 
be coincident with the observance here of the Diamond Jubilee of 
tennis, marking the 75th anniversary of the first national singles 
tournament on “alc Casino courts in 1881. 

The dedication of the Hall of Fame and its museum, which 
is a growing collection of tennis relics, was a feature of the 1955 
season here and plans already completed indicate this year's cere- 
mony will draw an even larger number.

a year old, it already contains valuable trophies and other memorabilia 
of American tennis greats.

The trophy won by Holcombe Ward in 1904, when he defeated 
William J. Clothier, president ‘of the Hall of Fame, in one of the 
most hotly contested of earlier championship matches by scores of 
6-4, 3-6, 2-6, 6-2, 6-3, is shown. Near it is a Pim racquet used by 
Clothier, which was developed by an early enthusiast of the game, 
Dr. Joshua Pim. Also shown is the coat pocket patch worn by Beals

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OF particular interest is a scaled model of a court tennis court, 
few of which exist in this country at this time. Compared to Amer- 
icans who became experts at lawn tennis, few developed into good 
court tennis players because of the intricacies of the game. One of 
the few of the traditional enclosed court tennis courts extant in this 
country is at the Newport Casino, although it is not in use today.

ED By Amory L. Hasxett as president of United Hunts Racing Association, steeplechasing and hunt 
race meetings are showing unmistakable signs of staging an epochal comeback in the field of sports. Ci 


This is, as nearly everyone knows, a suitable subject for proper adjectives as few sports or the key figures 


identified with them ever regain their former eminence. 


But with big track races over jumps matching strides 


with hunt meets in ierensedl entries and attendance, and heavier wagering, there seems no doubt that the 
once ancient sport of ‘chasing steeples is back firmly in the saddle. 


United Hunts as the pulmotor providing 
the life-injecting oxygen to the sport has not 
failed to give a race meeting since its found- 
ing in 1905. During its half century plus of 
dedication to the up-and-over phase of racing, 
United Hunts has served as a guinea pig 
with rare courage. For if it had not been 
for this organization’s staunch stand in 1911- 
12, when it was the only racing association 
active in New York State in a test of then 
current statutes, horse racing as we know it 
today might have failed to survive in the 
country’s biggest city. 


The solid contribution being made today 
by United Hunts appears to be fully worthy 
of its past glories. Last year, through Mr. 
Haskell, the UH announced that the Tem- 
ple Gwathmey Memorial Steeplechase which 
had formerly been worth $15,000 would be 
increased in value to $50,000 added — mak- 
ing it the richest event of its kind in the 
world. ‘This top-drawer development, climax- 
ing the race season in New York at Belmont 
Park, where it promptly drew more patrons 
who bet more money on more entries than in 
other years, also caused a corresponding up- 
swing in United Hunts members. At the 


last count, the figure stood on the right side 


bers) assured. This gain is impressive in any- 
one’s league for little more than a year ago, 
the total roster contained only about 450 
names. 


Membership in the United Hunts, as Mr. 


Haskell recently pointed out, provides a leg 


up to both major track jumping races and 
events at hunt meetings. It’s now a case of 
nearly everyone in equine sports wishing to 
jump aboard. This year, for example, there 
will be 20 weeks of big-time ‘chasing, as 
launched at Belmont Park May 14th. The 
finish will be the traditional two-day United 
Hunts program, also at Belmont, in mid-Octo- 
ber. There also will be, paralleling the so- 
called major tracks, 26 days of hunt racing 
spread over 20 weeks. The sport, once rele- 
gated by some to the limbo of a probable 
“has been,” is back in business with no fence 
too tough to take in full stride. 

One of the most important steps taken in 
the comeback of steeplechasing is the pub- 
lic’s new awareness that favorites over the 
jumps win more consistently than odds-on 
choices on the flat. This factor taken in con- 
junction with the increase this year of 15 
percent in the number of jumping horses 
campaigning is certain to increase the total 


_wagered — for heavier fields of starters are 


assured from which the $2 player may take 
his pick. 
Figures just made available on the 19 days 


“of jumping events at Belmont Park’s spring 


meeting show that wagering on steeplechase 


events climbed 16 percent over last year for 


the comparable period. A total of $3,093,039 
was bet on the jumpers this spring as com- 
pared with a total mutuel handle of $2,657,- 
000 last year. The gain in 1956 over 1955 is 
$436,039. 

Latest figures on favorites winning show 
that 63 percent of the strongest backed horses 
won over the jumps at Belmont as compared 
with slightly less than 35 percent of the fa- 
vorites on the flat. 

The meeting featuring ’chasers at Belmont 
(May 14-June 8) showed that overnight 
events for jumpers had increased in value 
from $3,750 to $4,500 in just one year, indi- 
cating that owners of less prominent horses 
have a much better chance to show a profit. 
The stakes have also marked up similar gains, 
with the Corinthian up to $10,000 from last 
season’s $7,500; the Charles L. Appleton with 
a matching rise, and the Meadowbrook u 
from $10,000 in 1955 to $15,000 this year. 

Delaware Park at Wilmington has added 
a full week to its jumping race card, mak- 
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ing a total of three spread between June 11 
and June 29. Monmouth Park’s (Ocean- 
port, N.J.) hurdle races starting July 12 and 
ending on August 3 show nearly a full week’s 
increase for such up-and-over events. Sara- 
toga in upstate New York will see the ’chas- 
ers in action from August 6 through Sep- 
tember 1, after which the season swings back 
to metropolitan New York where the United 
Hunts will climax the season with its record 
value Temple Gwathmey Memorial Steeple- 
chase. 

Although all other major track meetings 
in New York state in 1955 showed decreases 
in attendance and other categories (Aque- 
duct showed an increase but it may be 
accounted for by the extra day of racing in 
1955 and 1954)’ the United Hunts meeting 
at Belmont, October 20-21, 1955, chalked up 
gains in public pools and gross receipts as 
well as attendance. 

Purses distributed for steeplechasing at 
major tracks last year totaled $725,075 as 
compared with $673,720 in 1954. While this 


gain was made _ possible principally by the 


$35,000 increase in the value of the Temple 
Gwathmey, raised last year to its world’s rich- 
est status by the United Hunts, and being 
continued at that top figure this season, gains 
in purses for other events are being an- 
nounced. ‘They include that of the sixth 
Midsummer Hurdle Handicap to be raced 
at Amory L. Haskell’s Monmouth Park on 
August 3. At its new value of $22,000, 
is the richest hurdle event in the world. 
The officers of United Hunts Racing As: 
sociation read like a true Who’s Who of the 
“Sport's Sake and Better Sport” section of 
any first class reference work, for that quote 
is, in itself, the motto of the organization now 
in its second half century of activity. Be- 
sides Mr. Haskell as president, there is Rob- 
ert C. Winmill, as vice president; and Fred 
F. Alexandre as secretary-treasurer. Mr. Win- 
mill’s horse Surf, incidentally, won the in- 
augural ‘Temple Gwathmey in 1924.

Steeplechasing had its origin centuries ago 
in England. The local church spire, being 
the tallest and, therefore, the most easily seen 
landmark in the town, was picked by local 
sportsmen as the finish of a horse race from 
some point across country several miles dis- 
tant. 


Each rider could select his own line of ap- 
proach and those who could best jump the 
intervening hedges, fences, gates, ditches and 
rivulets were those most likely to arrive first 
at the steeple — and thereby win. As the 
church was frequently in the central square 
of the town, it was where friends of the 
contestants and other spectators gathered to 
cheer on their favorites at the finish.

chase sport as seen today over brush, water 
and other types of obstacles has arrived at 
its present enviable position at major race- 
tracks before not a handful of villagers, but 
thousands of grandstand and clubhouse spec- 
tators who enthusiastically back their choices 


with a fistful of currency. 


Like other old wives’ tales, or similar un- 
founded rumors, it was once generally 
thought that practically all jumpers fell down 
and, therefore, spelled ruin for their mutuel 
backers. Actually, favorites over the jumps 
are much more certain of finishing on top 
than their opposite numbers on the flat. 


Another misconception being dissipated 
nowadays is that top-flight ‘chasers are old, 
worn-out, no-account performers on the flat. 
Neji, owned by Mrs. Ogden Phipps, was 
only five last year when he won the fea- 
tured Temple Gwathmey at Belmont Park.

Spear S ishing in Bermuda 


AMILTON, BeERMupDA. Summer 1956. With the same dili- 

gence and painstaking care he applied to all details of his 

work as Chief Historian for President, then General, Eisen- 
hower in the European Theatre of Operations, F. Van Wyck Mason 
is setting about researching his latest Col. North mystery here in 
Bermuda. 

With “headquarters” at Enfield, a lovely, old Bermuda house 
at Ely’s Harbour, Somerset Parish, the popular whodunit writer 
branches out from there several times a week to gather accurate back- 
ground material for this, the 15th escapade he has conceived for his 
famous literary character and international intrigue expert “extraor- 
dinaire’. 

“Macao Memorandum” begins in Bermuda on a day in late 
June at The Royal Yacht Club, as our hero CCol. North), joins 
a large group of yachtsmen anxiously anticipating the arrival of the 
first of the boats entered in the great Ocean Yacht Race (Newport 
to Bermuda). To digress for a moment . . . it is interesting to note 
here, that in 1924 Mr. Mason crewed on the “Queen Mab”, in an 
earlier race. The skipper took the yacht almost 200 miles off course 

. they ran into foul weather .. . and all hands suffered from 
“mal de mer”, except Mr. Mason, who found himself in the galley 
replacing the paid culinary expert, who was one of the first to 
succumb. 

The plot of the mystery continues just as the yachts 
begin coming within sight of Bermuda, a great storm comes up. 
No damage’to the boats, but an airliner is lost at sea. The fol- 
lowing day, while Col. North is indulging his latest passion —

spearfishing — he is astonished and baffled, when instead of the 
pompano and bonefish he expected to find around the reefs near 
his South Shore home, he discovers instead, a man’s hand stick- 
ing out from under the rocks, with a briefcase shackled to it. 

It was at this point that we joined Mr. Mason recently in 
his pursuit of accurate background information. Along with his 
secretary, Miss Jeanne Hand, and Mr. John H. Young, Jr., a for- 
mer Olympic swimmer and an expert in the art of spearing fish, 
we drove out to The Pompano Club (Southampton Parish) where, 
splitting up into two groups, we boarded plastic boats, equipped 
with outboard motors, for our ride out to the reefs. 

On the way, we observed Mr. Young pointing out to his 
pupil likely fish “hangouts” (they prefer the somewhat shallower 
water of the reefs), and could see him demonstrating the most 
effective method of attacking one’s prey (both hands on the shaft, 
and a quick downward thrust, for the surest and safest method). 

A seasoned sportsman (in addition to being quite a sailor, 
Mr. Mason is also one of the best shots in the States, and a one-time 
top polo player), “Frank” took to this new challenging sport with 
great enthusiasm and considerable aptness. 

Donning goggles and flippers, Messrs. Mason and Young — 
pupil and teacher — climbed into the water and began their search 
for fish. The wind was up, the current strong, but the water was 
quite warm, and absolutely crystal clear, so that we were able to 
track them quite readily. Swimming with a seven foot spear, filed 
down to a sharp tip, requires steadiness and skill. It is not the 
easiest or the safest thing in the world. 

For a moment, we lost sight of the two men as they dove in 
amongst the reefs. Suddenly, the shaft of a spear shot through 
the water into the air, and as swiftly sank down again, propelled 
by two strong hands. Seconds later, a triumphant head leapt 
into view, proudly displaying a gleaming, gray snapper impaled 
on a spear. Both men swam over to our boat to show off their catch. 
We were then in deep water, and as John Young (who, by the 
way, is owner of “Ledglets’, a cottage colony in Somerset, Bermuda ) 
shoved off in search of other fish, he shouted a warning to Mason 
not to linger too long in deep water Gwe were then almost two 
miles off shore) for fear of attracting sharks. 

His writing technique calls first for thorough preliminary 
preparation, including the complete plotting out of the work at 
hand Gnany authors simply begin with the germ of an idea, and 
develop their story as they go along, with considerable comolica- 
tions). Once that is done, Mr. Mason thinks he should finish 
“Macao Memorandum” in six to eight months. 

However, his 59th book, to follow the mystery men‘ioned 
above, will take approximately two years to write. Titled, “Our 
Valiant Few”, it will be an historical novel, dealing with the naval 
side of the War Between the States — specifically, the earliest ex- 
periments with submarines. 

Mr. Mason’s first discovered the writing possibilities of Ber- 
muda some twenty years ago, when a magazine he served as a 
contributor, finding itself unable to pay him for articles written, 
arranged instead for free accommodations at a Bermuda _ hotel. 
Quickly developing a fondness for this little British colony, he 
stayed on for three years at Churchill House, Somerset. During 
this period, he wrote the following: ‘Three Harbours, The Castile 
Island Case, Stars in the Sea, and Singapore Exile — the first 
two had Bermuda backgrounds.

AMPECHE, MrExico — In Mexico’s Gulf Coast state of Cam- 

vA peche, on the Yucatan peninsula, where once the mys- 

“Xv terious Mayas raised dramatic stone cities in a jungle wil- 
derness, a unique building project is under way. 


Without infringing on the 16th Century Spanish colonial 
splendor of the capital of this state — also called Campeche — a 
glistening 20th Century edition is rising. 


Campeche, one of the walled cities of the old Spanish Main, 
ranks high among Mexico's historic spots. Here, back in 1517, 
the Spanish Conquistadores first set foot on Mexican soil. Years 
later — in 1540 — they began toppling the temples and pyramids 
of the Mayas on this site, replacing it with a replica of a Spanish 
city. 

Today Campeche is still a bit of old Spain with narrow streets, 
and massive Moorish-style houses built around flowering patios. Its 
accessibility, old world atmosphere, and thrill-packed deep sea fish- 
ing is now attracting tourists in growing numbers. 


Visitors have two alternates in reaching Campeche. Most fly 
from New Orleans by Pan American World Airways to Merida, 
capital of Yucatan, since it is the headquarters for tours not only 
to Campeche but to the Maya ruins of Chichen Itza and Uxmal. 

Others fly by Clipper from Houston to Mexico City and thence 
by Compania Mexicana de Aviacion to Campeche, only three and 
a half hours away. 

The white porticoed building facing Campeche’s main plaza 
has housed the capital's lawn bers for centuries. Today, the Gov- 
nor’s Palace is occupied by Governor Alberto ‘Trueba Urbina, a stu- 
dent of Mexican history and a far- -sighted planner. 

When he came into office a year ago, Governor Trueba was 
aware that his capital was one of the hemisphere’s loveliest colonial 
cities. But he also knew that early Spanish structures are better to 
look at than to live in. Lighting and ventilation are poor, sanita- 
tion rudimentary. Many officials wanted the buildings of the old 
city torn down ‘and replaced with new ones. 

But the Governor wanted to preserve the glories of Mexico's 
past. His solution to the problem was a simple one, and it is now 
taking solid shape on the shores of the Gulf of Mexico. 

Within two years, there will be two Campeches — the old 
city standing just as it was built in the early colonial period, and 
next to it, the new Campeche. 

Masons have also started building a sea wall which is one of 


Oo 
the most unique features of the plan. During early Spanish days, 


Campeche was a favorite prize of buccaneers he repeatedly s sacked 
the town. To protect themselves, the Campechanos built massive 
forts and girdled the city with an eight-foot-thick sea wall. Many 
of the forts still stand today, but little remains of the old wall. 

Under the new plans, however, another sea wall is being 
built as a historic monument. On its face, sculptured in stone, will 
be murals illustrating the history of Campeche — a story that be- 
gun with the Maya “temples, continued with Spanish palaces and 
pirate raids, and heralds its new chapter. 

The new sea wall will not attempt to foretell Campeche’s 
future as it shows its past, but if plans materialize the city, already 
drawing a great number of visitors with each succeeding year and 
well supplied with comfortable guest accommodations, is slated to 
become one of Mexico’s chief tourist attractions. 

When the project is finished, the visitor of tomorrow will 
be able to look out from his modern hotel on scenes of yester- 


day, and enjoy the best of two worlds.

apE Cop, Mass. — When vacationers come to this pen- 
Yh insula jutting into the Atlantic Ocean at the most southern 

‘point of Massachusetts this summer they will find the fa- 
mous seashore resort better equipped than ever before to accommodate 
and entertain them. While aiming to provide the ultimate in modern 
conveniences and facilities local resort operators and other property 
owners, however, are striving to preserve the natural charm and 
quaintness that have so long been the area’s chief attraction. 

The endless beauty of the Cape’s clean, white beaches, pictur- 
esque harbors and colorful moorlands lend an atmosphere of rest and 
relaxation. And for those visitors who prefer a summer holiday of 
activities there is an exciting variety of things to do and places to go. 

For young and old Cape Cod’s beaches are ideal. They are safe 
and the water is warm. The principal public beachlands are pa- 
trolled by lifeguards; bathhouse accommodations are exceptionally 
good. A few miles from the center of Hyannis is Craigville Beach, 
whose lengthy expanse of gleaming white sand has earned it a high 
place among the most perfect beaches in the world.

Fishing derbies are sponsored throughout the Summer by the 
Cape Cod Chamber of Commerce and Cape Cod Anglers, Inc. with 
prizes awarded for fish of outstanding size. Weighing-in- stations 
are well-spaced along the 70-mile long peninsula so that one is easily 
accessible no matter where the nimrod chooses to cast his line. To 
get where the big tuna generally are found, charter boat firms are 
ready to take parties to the fishing grounds. 

Sailboat racing and other pleasure craft activities head a long 
list of Summer sports. There are 24 yacht clubs dotting the coastline 
between Buzzards Bay and Provincetown with races scheduled almost 
daily from late June right through Labor Day. Several large regat- 
tas are held during the season with scores of boats competing. 

Eight 18-hole golf clubs and as many nine-hole courses, all in 
excellent playing condition, offer the golfing visitor the chance to 
pursue his favorite sport midst quiet surroundings and refreshing 
sea breezes. Fine tennis courts are available in most of the Summer

Cape Cod is seen to best advantage by car as this affords op- 
portunity to explore the less traveled highways winding through 
colorful countryside to the sea. The unexpected sight of burstinz 
blooms by a picket fence around an old Cape Cod cottage is one 
of the rich rewards for exploring the unspoiled retreats along these 
roads. However, if the vacationist comes by bus, train or plane, pri- 
vate car hire is available. 

Cape Cod is linked to the East's principal cities by rail and 
air through terminals at Hyannis. There are several other airports 
on the peninsula capable of handling private and chartered planes. 
Summer plane schedules show many flights to the Cape from Boston 
and New York and there also is direct service to Hyannis on the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford’s crack Summer train, “The Cape 
Codder.”

THE ESE VOR 
IN MAINE 


By Leavitt F. Morris 
HE VACATION visrror to New England looking for the happy 
WA combination of seashore, restful countryside, and historical 
“®)_Y sites of national importance, will find them concentrated in 
Maine’s three Yorks — York Village, York Beach, and York Harbor. 

Through the years, despite an ever-growing popularity with dis- 
criminating vacationists, the Yorks have been able to preserve the 
leisurely tempo which has characterized these resorts for well more 
than a couple of centuries. 

For nearly 100 years The Marshall House at York Harbor has 
played an important part in the development of vacation recreation 
in the area. Exactly 86 years ago The Marshall House, then a wood- 
en structure sitting on a knoll overlooking the beach and sea, enter- 
tained its first guest. Since that time, with the exception of one 
year during the building of a modern, brick structure after fire de- 
stroyed the original building, The Marshall House has been among 
the foremost hostelries on the Maine Coast in its consecutive years 
of operation. 

It is indeed unique in New England history that today the 
fourth generation Marshall — Mr. Edward W. Marshall — is presi- 
dent and principal owner of a hotel his great grandfather, grand- 
father, and then father owned and operated in succession. 

The Marshall House, along with its sister hotel The Emer- 
son — a family inn — is situated in a region where there is a variety 
of scenery, recreation, and a wealth of historical lore. 

Maine’s rugged coastline, sandy beaches, and pounding surf 
are all within a pebble toss of The Marshall House. Guests de- 
siring “more of the same” can drive for miles along fine highways 
along the coast where little coves provide safe moorings for small 
boats. 

Not far from York Harbor is the peaceful village of Old York, 
today a living Colonial museum. This Village is unique among 
such assembled villages. Unlike Old Sturbridge Village in Massa- 
chusetts and Shelburne Village in Vermont, where the old struc- 
tures have been brought from various sections of the state, the Co- 
lonial buildings in York Village can be seen on the sites they were 


originally built with the exception of Jefferds Tavern which was 
moved from nearby Wells. 

Latest home to join the list of Colonial buildings now open 
to the public is the Wilcox House, a more than 200-year-old man- 


sion located in the center of York Village. The house is unusual 


opened for its eighth season this summer. It has a sweeping 
view of the Atlantic Ocean and York River. Last, a safe salt 
water swimming pool, in the foreground, provides an ideal place 


among historical houses in the United States in that it stands on 
land leased for 999 years for 16 shillings a year. 

The Wilcox House dates back to 1740 although records show 
that a building of “sorts” stood on this now choice location in the 
center of York Village. The building of “sorts” evidentally was a 
one room affair which a Samuel Moody erected under “squatter 
tights” in 1730. Just 10 years later Edward Emerson built the 
Passes house and made the 999 year lease with the First Parish of 
York. 

Another interesting feature of the Wilcox House is the chim- 
ney-arched passageway running from the front hall toward the rear 
of the house. The huge chimney literally straddles the narrow 
passageway. The 216-year-old house is in excellent condition struc- 
turally, its huge hand-hewn timbers still as sound as the day they 
were raised into place. There are 10 rooms, each with an attrac- 
tive fireplace. The small-paned windows, shutters, hand-wrought 
iron hinges, and wide floor boards add interest to the house. 

Other buildings which visitors find of great interest include: 


Jefferds Tavern — A 200 year-old building, used as head- 
quarters by the local Continental Army when the building stood 
at Wells. From this Tavern, Minutemen marched away to battle 
the British at Lexington and Concord. 


Old Gaol Museum — Standing on a tree-shaded hill, over- 
looking the Village Green, this 300-year-old building still has the 
murky dungeons once used for men and women prisoners. Also 
to be seen are the cinder covered fireplaces and rusty spit irons 
and cooking utensils. 


Old School House — A one room, weatherbeaten building in 
which the children of York Village learned their Three R’s. It is 
furnished with the old desks with “children” sitting in each seat. 


The Elizabeth Perkins House — A Colonial House as lived in 
by a Victorian family. The dining room section of the house, with 
its beamed ceiling and huge fireplace, was built in 1688. The 
house is filled with rare furnishings collected all over the world 
by the late Elizabeth Perkins from whom the house takes its name. 


Recreation, mostly of the out-of-door variety, abounds in the 
Yorks. There is an excellent 18-hole golf course at York itself 
where guests of either The Marshall House or The Emerson are 
invited to play. The private tennis courts of The Marshall House, 
its own sandy beach and “safe” salt water natural swimming pool; 
its putting green, and dock area make it possible for visitors to 
have a diversified entertainment program during the long day-light 
hours. 

There are sailing regattas each weekend; a weekly clambake 
on the water front; tennis tournaments; and putting contests — all 
vee can be had without leaving the premises of The Marshall

There is something unusual about this 
place and the way it retires from the world, 
which gives one indication of its character;

T SEEMS UNLIKELY that Platt Rogers quite realized what 
RAS he was starting that fateful day in 1791 when he broke the 

ground for hice homestead and tavern on the eastern shore of 
Vermont's Lake Champlain just six miles west of the small city of 
Vergennes. It was the year of Vermont's admission to the Union ‘and 
travel was brisk up and down the 120 mile length of the lake but it 
hardly seems possible that Rogers could have Rae coined the trans- 
formation of that rude log hut into one of New England's finest and 
best-loved hostelries. Bee that is precisely what happened, and today, 
on the spot where the pioneer innkeeper once held forth, Mr. Allen 
Penfield Beach is firmly entrenched as owner and host at the lovely 


and hospitable Basin Harbor Club. 


As far as scenery is concerned, there is no change from that

In 1812 there was a flurry of excitement as McDonough, the naval 
hero of the battle of Plattsburg, made the site his headquarters while 
he built his small fleet. Warships dotted the waters of the lake and 
anchored off of what is now the Club property. But soon the hab- 
itual peace and tranquillity that is native to Vermont was restored 
and the land drowsed on in the summer sun and lay blanketed in 
snow by winter. 

Then, in 1882, Mr. Allen P. Beach’s paternal aunt, Mrs. Ardelia 
Beach Strong, an intrepid lady who had collected a nest egg from 
her $600.00 yearly earnings as a school teacher in the Week pur- 
chased the land.

premises represent a part of his endeavor to realize the absolute poten- 
tial of the site. 

The center of life at The Club:is SE eps the Lodge which 
serves as lobby, office, reservation desk and lounge. Here is situated 
the dining-room with its capacity of 300 persons, its curv ved front and 
120 feet Of picture windows looking westward across Champlain to 
the Adirondacks in New York. Not far away is the building which 
houses the recreation hall, the Snack Bar, always the center of eve- 
ning activities. And beside it, overlooking the eighteen-hole golf 
course, is the Pro Shop and Golf Clubhouse. Curving away from 
here and following the shoreline of the lake, are the guest houses, 
small, attractively furnished cottages. Each is a masterpiece in its 
own way for each has been des igned and furnished with an eye to 
indiv iduality and its setting. Some stand half-screened from the lake 
by a tracery of snowy birches, while other sit in the shade of time- 
less elms, pines and cedars. 

Spread out before the Lodge is the Basin Harbor itself, an al- 
most enclosed and rock-rimmed bay where cruisers, speedboats and 
sailboats tug gently at their moorings.

ENSACOLA’S ANNUAL Fiesta of Five Flags is primarily de- 
signed to emphasize in pomp, parades onl pageantry, the 
307 years of the area’s colorful history, but social gatherings 
have become for many people the most interesting phase of fe 2 
celebration, with so many functions that the usual Ses day period 
ends with the sighs of utter exhaustion, albeit pleasant memories. 

It somewhat resembles the Mardi Gras, which Pensacola 
abandoned years ago as military and industrial expansion made it 
predominantly Droiceat the Fiesta has its “monarch,” and there 
are auxiliary social organizations which have their “kings” and 
courts, and there are parades with masked riders who toss con- 
fetti and other items of largesse upon the assembled thousands; 
yet withal the Fiesta is distinct because there is no general mask- 
ing, no street dancing, and little of the carnival atmosphere which 
marks the Mardi Gras. 

The Fiesta is based on the epic experience of Don Tristan 
de Luna y Arrellano, a Spanish nobleman who landed at Pensa- 
cola on August 14, 1559, with some 2,500 men, women and chil- 
dren brought up from Vera Cruz to establish a haven for Spanish 
treasure ships, see whatever fortunes could be found on the main- 
land, and win converts for the Church. Local historians claim De 
Luna’s party was the first bona fide European colony established

W ‘ of summer in Panama City, Northwest Florida’s summer

come from all the 48 states to bask under placid blue skies and stay 
for the season of yacht racing and water skiing. 


Whether they come from Atlanta or Birmingham, Maine or 
California, here an unique setting awaits them.

With some of the flavor of its sister Central American city, the 
Northwest Florida summer resort combines the qualities of the 
metropolis with the friendliness of the small town. 

Cottages, motels and hotels are available at reasonable prices as 
well as dozens of tourist homes that cater to family groups at special 
rates. 

The large Air Force Base of Tyndall Field is nearby as is the 
Naval Mine Defense Laboratory and the first paper mill built in 
Florida, the Southern Kraft Corporation, a subsidiary of the Inter- 
national Paper Company, is located here.

hibition raceway, the fastest half-mile track in eastern Canada, while 

on Wednesday and Saturday nights the “oatburners” do their stuff 
at the Saint John and Moncton tracks. 


For the fishermen, the genera! trout season in New Brunswick 
opened on April 15, while the salmon angling season, generally 
speaking, opens June 5. While there are varying dates on some 
of the province's salmon streams, the big battlers are frisky and full 
of fight no matter where you latch onto one. 


For the first time in provincial history, a Potato Blossom Fes- 
tival is to be held at Andover July 18, right smack dab in the heart 
of New Brunswick's famed potato-growing belt. A mammoth chicken 
barbecue at Fundy National Park on July 2 is a definite “must”. 


For those who like the atmosphere of rural fairs and urban ex- 
hibitions, each with its colorful displays of local industry, horse- 
hauling matches and gay midway then it’s the Stanley Fair, Sept. 11 
to 14 with its “Speed-The-Plow” trademark, or Woodstock’s Old 
Home week, incorporating its 100th anniversary celebrations to give 
it a deluxe appeal. It’s lined up from July 30 to August 4. 


The Gloucester County Exhibition at Bathurst, along the prov- 
ince’s famous North Shore, from August 22 to 25, and the Freder- 
icton Exhibition and Provincial Livestock Show from Sept. 3 to 8 
are excellent attractions on New Brunswick’s list of fall events. 


This province, 28,000 square miles in area, of which 80 percent 


is forested land, has long been known as the “Sportsman’s Paradise” 
and during the fall when the leaves are turning all sorts of colors, 
and the squirrels and chipmunks are extra busy gathering their 
winter's supply of acorns and butternuts, it’s open season on big 
game animals and game birds. The province's hunting areas are 
readily accessible and accommodations are available to suit every taste. 


The general hunting season begins Oct. 1 and from then on 
the hunter’s “take home” account of his visit to New Brunswick will 
depend on his ability to outwit the wily deer that abound everywhere 
throughout the wooded areas, the ruffed grouse, Hungarian partridge 
and pheasant. The invigorating elimates and atmosphere has given 
the animals plenty of stamina and the hunter has to be right on 
the bit. On the other hand, the brisk, pine-scented air gives the 
hunter a lift, a pleasant change from the humidity and stifling heat, 
the hurry and scurry of the big cities and highly-congested areas. A 
vacation to New Brunswick, no matter what time of year, will be 
one long remembered.
